Islamic State beheads aid worker 


Ex-Army Ranger, a Muslim, 
captured last year in Syria

Islamic State militants have beheaded Peter 
Kassig, a U.S. aid worker and ex-Army Ranger 
who was captured last year in Syria while on 
a private humanitarian mission, the White 
House confirmed Sunday 

U.S. officials authenticated a i6 -minute vid- 
eo, released on various social networks by the 
militant group earlier in the day The video 
also includes footage of the mass beheading 
of men said to be Syrian government soldiers. 

“Today we offer our prayers and condolenc- 
es to the parents and family of Abdul-Rahman 
Kassig, also known to us as Peter,” President 
Obama said in a statement released by the 
White House, using the name Kassig adopted 
after converting to Islam. “We cannot begin 
to imagine their anguish at this painful time.” 

The graphic video shows a black-clad, 
masked militant with what appears to be a 
British accent saying Kassig had been behead- 
ed. It shows a decapitated head, but does not 
show the execution. 

In a statement released Sunday the slain 


hostage’s parents, Ed and Paula Kassig, said 
from Indianapolis that they were “heartbro- 
ken” that their son had been slain “as a result 
of his love for the Syrian people and his desire 
to ease their suffering. Our heart also goes out 
to the families of the Syrians who have lost 
their lives.” 

The couple also expressed condolences to 
the families of the other four Western hos- 
tages who have been killed by Islamic State, 
while saying they prayed for the safe return of 
all captives held by all sides in the Syrian war. 

“We are incredibly proud of our son for liv- 
ing his life according to his humanitarian call- 
ing,” the couple said. “We will work every day 
to keep his legacy alive as best we can.” 

Earlier in the day the Kassigs had asked 
that the news media refrain from disseminat- 
ing video or photographs distributed by their 
son’s captors to “avoid playing into the hos- 
tage takers’ hands.” 

Josh Earnest, the White House press secre- 
tary said President Obama was briefed about 
the video during a flight to Hickam Air Eorce 
Base in Hawaii. He was returning from Aus- 
tralia, where he had been attending the G-20 
summit. 


Kassig became the third U.S. citizen known 
to have been executed by Islamic State, an 
al-Qaida offshoot that controls vast swaths of 
territory in Syria and neighboring Iraq. The 
group arose amid the tumult of the Syrian 
conflict, now in its fourth year. 

Islamic State says the killings are revenge 
for the ongoing, U.S.-led air campaign against 
the militant group in Syria and Iraq. 

In his statement, Obama said Kassig “was 
taken from us in an act of pure evil by a terror- 
ist group that the world rightly associates with 
inhumanity Like Jim Eoley and Steven Sotloff 
before him, his life and deeds stand in stark 
contrast to everything that ISIL represents. 

“While ISIL revels in the slaughter of in- 
nocents, including Muslims, and is bent only 
on sowing death and destruction, Abdul-Rah- 
man was a humanitarian who worked to save 
the lives of Syrians injured and dispossessed 
by the Syrian conflict.” 

Obama concluded: “ISIEs actions rep- 
resent no faith, least of all the Muslim faith 
which Abdul-Rahman adopted as his own. To- 
day we grieve together, yet we also recall that 
the indomitable spirit of goodness and per- 
severance that burned so brightly in Abdul- 


Rahman Kassig, and which binds humanity 
together, ultimately is the light that will pre- 
vail over the darkness of ISIL.” 

Matt Olsen, former director of the Na- 
tional Counterterrorism Center, said the ex- 
ecutioner’s British accent in the latest video 
made it appear that he was the same person 
who beheaded the other hostages. 

Olsen, speaking on ABC’s “This Week,” 
said U.S. government officials still were trying 
to identify the killer. It’s not yet clear when 
the tape was made, he said. 

Kassig, 26, was captured in October 2013 
while on a charity mission to Syria. While in 
custody his family said, Kassig converted to 
Islam and changed his first name. 

Last month, as part of the public campaign 
urging Kassig’s freedom, his family released 
portions of a letter that Kassig had penned to 
his parents while in captivity 

“If I do die, I figure that at least you and I 
can seek refuge and comfort in knowing that 
I went out as a result of trying to alleviate 
suffering and helping those in need,” Kassig 
wrote in the letter, which was brought out of 
Syria by a released hostage. “Just know I’m 
with you.”

Take turke}^ for example. Plain old frozen tur- 
keyy the kind yoxxr mom would pop in the oven 
for 1,700 hoxxrs, costs about 13 cents more per 
pound this year than last year, according to price 
data from the Bureau of Labor Statistics. Over 
the past 10 years, the price of a 15-pound gob- 
bler— the average size of a Thanksgiving turkey 
per the University of Illinois Extension— has 
gone from about $16 to more than $25. 

It gets worse when you see that food prices 
are outpacing the cost of other goods, and they 
have been for a while. More bad news: Wages, 
adjusted for inflation, have remained almost 
exactly the same over the past 10 years. 

Streeterville resident Nina Patel said she 
had been feeUng the squeeze recently

^Tfpnxxis are rising Fxiturdian, lut^ bay ^^Hir 
salary then I guess [you’re] losing dollars,” said 
Perry Tsay a BLS economist. 

The BLS keeps track of the Consumer Price 
Index, which tracks changes in the average 
prices of selected household goods and ser- 
vices. The overall CPI rose 1.7 percent over 
the 12-month period that ended in September. 
The CPI for food eaten at home— groceries, 
basically— rose 3.2 percent. 

“Food is rising faster than the average rate of 
the CPI, so that’s pretty noticeable,” Tsay said. 
“Energy prices, gas prices have been faUing, but 
as far as food prices, currently they have been 
rising faster than the average rate of inflation.”

Protesters stage peaceful 
‘die-in’ in downtown St. Louis 


A crowd of a couple hundred demonstrators, 
angry about the fatal August shooting of an 
unarmed black teenager by a white police of- 
ficer, took to the streets of St. Louis on Sunday 
briefly blocking a major intersection in protest. 

Dozens of people lay down in the street 
outside a theater hosting a film festival, pre- 
tending to have been shot by other protesters 
playing the role of police officers in an action 
intended to evoke the memory of i 8 -year-old 
Michael Brown, who died in front of his home 
in the suburb of Ferguson, Mo. 

Marchers briefly blocked an intersection 
near Washington University and the event 


ended without any of the violence that was 
seen in Ferguson following Brown’s shooting 
death by police officer Darren Wilson. 

A grand jury currently is deliberating wheth- 
er to bring criminal charges against Wilson. 
Many residents and officials in the region fear 
another wave of rioting similar to the one in 
August that led to the burning out of multiple 
businesses in Ferguson could result if the grand 
jury decides not to charge Wilson. 

“We’ve decided not to wait for that deci- 
sion,” said Rockit Ali, a 22-year-old organizer 
of Sunday’s demonstration. “We’ve decided to 
get started.”

Chicago: Hudson’s sweet, cold home

Jennifer Hudson gets 
the question all the 
time: “Why don’t 
you live in LA?” 

We’ve become so 
accustomed to ce- 
lebrities moving out 
to LA once they hit 
it big that it seems 
odd that Hudson— 
a best supporting 
actress Oscar winner 
for her role in 20o6’s 
“Dreamgirls” and 
best R&B album 
Grammy winner for her 2008 self-titled 
debut— has opted to remain in the Chicago 
area. 

“It’s so rare,” said Hudson in a confer- 
ence room on the third floor of the Verizon 
Wireless store on Michigan Avenue, where 
she appeared Saturday to help unveil the new 
flagship store. “I get that so much: ‘%u don’t 
live in Chicago, you live in LA. All celebri- 
ties live in LA.’ I live in Chicago. I just work 
everywhere. I go wherever my works leads 
me, but there’s no place like home. That’s 
what I always say” 


The Englewood native and Dunbar 
Vocational Career Academy alum used to live 
off of Michigan Avenue with her flance and 
WWE Superstar David Otunga and their 
son, David Jr. Otunga told me in an interview 
last year that they moved to the suburbs 
because they wanted their son “to have a yard 
where he could run around and play” 

During the Verizon appearance, Hudson 
welcomed the crowd from a podium outside 
the store on Chestnut Street. Hudson was 
bundled up in the cold, as was the crowd, 
some members of which were waiting for 
pop duo Jack and Jack and social media star 
Matthew Espinosa to arrive. If Hudson lived 
in LA, she wouldn’t have to deal with these 
sorts of temperatures too often. Chicago’s 
weather, however, doesn’t appear to be an 
issue for her. 

“I’m so used to the cold,” Hudson said. “I 
like it. I miss it.” 

One of the main reasons celebrities move 
to LA is because much of the film and music 
industry is out there. The stars can drive to 
meetings with film studios or record labels 
rather than fly Hudson admits living in LA

Hudson shot a video for the 
Timbaland song, “Walk It Out,” in Wicker 
Park in May 

Hudson hopes to go on tour in the near 
future. After that: Broadway 

“I look forward to doing Broadway” she 
said, without revealing specifics. “I love 
performing live. I’ve had a little bit of experi- 
ence in theater. Broadway is a place you want 
to be. I’d like to experience that. The only 
downside is leaving Chicago.”
